Human rights proposal lauded

SEXUAL ORIENTATION A pro¬ 
posal to include sexual ori¬ 
entation in Alberta’s hu¬ 
man rights legislation is be¬ 
ing applauded by Edmon¬ 
ton’s gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, but it says it’s long 
overdue. 

Alberta Culture Minister 
Lindsay Blackett has intro¬ 
duced some changes to 
modernize the legislation 


this spring. 

And while people within 
Alberta’s gay and lesbian 
community are already pro¬ 
tected as a result of a 1998 
Supreme Court decision, 
Blackett said his amend¬ 
ments would bring Alber¬ 
ta’s human rights laws in 
line with other provinces 
and the court decision. 

“This could have been 
done in 1998, when the

Asked whether Ottawa’s 
approach is superior to 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s “plan to raise taxes 
on the wealthy and some 
businesses,” Harper de¬ 
murred, saying “I’m not 
going to be drawn into 
commenting on American 
domestic policy. 


“Let me just say that the 
United States has a signifi¬ 
cantly different problem 
than Canada,” Harper 
said. 

“Even before this reces¬ 
sion the United States was 
running a significant 
budgetary deficit. Canada 
is in budgetary deficit 
now only because of the 
recession, only because of 
stimulus measures. 

“And we will come out 
of it — we will go back in- 
to surplus po¬ 
sition — 
when the 
economy re¬ 
covers,” the 
prime minis¬ 
ter said.

event Alberta’s capital city 
saw a 5.2 per cent drop in 
power consumption dur¬ 
ing Earth Hour Saturday — 
better than the 1.5 per 
cent increase seen during 
the event last year, said Ep- 
cor. 

The Edmonton-based 
power company studied 
the hour between 8:30 and 
9:30 p.m. Saturday, and 
compared it to power-con- 
sumption figures that were 
seen in that same hour the 
week before. 


Epcor spokeswomen 
Michelle St-Amand said the 
city’s power consumption 
during Earth Hour was 
17,351-megawatt hours. 
That’s down from the 
18,301-megawatt hours 
that was seen in the previ¬ 
ous week. 

“This could 

have been influ¬ 
enced by con¬ 
servation ef¬ 
forts.

“We believe the sentence 
you get is the sentence you 
should serve,” Fred Lindsay 
announced in a press re¬ 
lease. 

“Inmates have a greater 
chance of turning their 
lives around if they serve 
their true sentences and 
complete rehabilitation 
programs so they don’t re¬ 
offend and revictimize Al¬ 
bertans.” 

Defence lawyers and 
some criminologists have 
voiced their objections to 
the new federal amend¬ 
ments to the Criminal 
Code, saying it’s unconsti¬ 
tutional. 

Lindsay, along with oth¬ 
er solicitor generals in 
Western Canada, is also 
urging Ottawa to fast track 
legislative reforms on bail 
and allowing police to use 
wiretap evidence in court.

Canadian researchers have 
uncovered a vast electron¬ 
ic spying operation that in¬ 
filtrated computers and 
stole documents from gov¬ 
ernment and private 
offices around the world, 
including those of the 
Dalai Lama, The New York 
Times reported Saturday. 

In a report provided to 
the newspaper, a team 
from the Munlc Centre for 
International Studies in 
Toronto said at least 1,295 
computers in 103 coun¬ 
tries had been breached in 
less than two years by the 
spy system, which it 
dubbed GhostNet. 

Embassies, foreign min¬ 


istries, government offices 
and the Dalai Lama’s Ti¬ 
betan exile centres in In¬ 
dia, Brussels, London and 
New York were among 
those infiltrated, said the 
researchers, who have de¬ 
tected computer espionage 
in the past. 

They found no evidence 
U.S. government offices 
were breached. 

The researchers conclud¬ 
ed that computers based 
almost exclusively in Chi¬ 
na were responsible for 
the intrusions, although 
they stopped short of say¬ 
ing the Chinese govern¬ 
ment was involved in the 
system, which they de¬ 


scribed as still active. 

“We’re a bit more careful 
about it, knowing the nu¬ 
ance of what happens in 
the subterranean realms,” 
said Ronald Deibert, a 
member of the Munlc re¬ 
search group, based at the 
University of Toronto. 

“This could well be the 
CIA or the Russians. It’s a 
murky realm that we're 
lifting the lid on.” 

A spokesman for the 
Chinese Consulate in New 
York dismissed the idea 
China was involved. 
“These are old stories and 
they are nonsense,” the 
spokesman, Wenqi Gao, 
said.

A gunman opened fire in¬ 
side a nursing home in a 
small North Carolina town 
yesterday, killing eight 
people, including elderly 
patients in wheelchairs, 
local authorities said. 

A 45-year-old local man 
was arrested and faces 
eight counts of first-degree 
murder after the shooting 
at the retirement care 
home in Carthage. 

“There are eight dead,” 
Moore County district at¬ 
torney Maureen Krueger 
said. Neither she nor other 
officials were able to im¬ 
mediately offer a motive. 

Those killed at the 


Pinelalce Health and Rehab 
Center in Carthage, which 
offers care for the elderly 
and Alzheimer’s sufferers, 
included seven patients in 
their 70s, 80s, and 90s and 
one 39-year-old staff mem¬ 
ber, officials said. 

Carthage police Chief 
Chris McKenzie told the 
news conference that the 
gunman shot 11 people in 
all.

want to share an old 
saying. It dates right 
back to 15 minutes ago 
when I made it up. “To 
find good news, look 
in a mental institute.” That 
just makes life so clear, 
doesn’t it?

Louise rushed 
over, gushing, “I love your 
hair! You look just like 
Prince Charles!” 

It’s hard to cariy on a 
conversation because 
some clients find it diffi¬ 
cult to keep words in logi- 
order. I sat for an 
hour with Gor¬ 
don who bab¬ 
bled to me 
earnestly 
and entire¬ 
ly incoher¬ 
ently as I 
smiled and 
nodded, all 
the while 
thinking, 
“Dear God, 


let me not be agreeing that 
Paul Martin was a modern- 
day Gandhi.” 

So, where’s the good 
news here? Well, it’s not, 
“No matter how bad your 
own life seems, remember 
you’re allowed to cross the 
street,” though it’s a good 
thing to remember for 
sure. 

On our ward, Dylan 
paints a picture that’s 
hung in the hallway and 
he grins for a day. Loni gets 
her hair washed and every¬ 
one tells her she’s gor¬ 
geous. Carson says he’s 
glad to see me and offers a 
smile as precious as the 
first spring flower. 

Encouragement. Appre¬ 
ciation.

And the best 
part is it’s not a privilege 
allowed only to some. In 
any life, in any place, you 
can make it yourself.

Better ways to shuffle deck than playing 52-pickup

Every few months ETS 
tweaks its routes and 
schedules. Add a bus in one 
place. Trim one in another. 
Shift a connection. Swap a 
street. 

Occasionally there’s an 
added route or three, such 
as the U-Pass-era addition 
of express-bus runs to the 
university. Most often, 
however, the changes are 
minor. 

To be fair, city council 
pulls the strings. With 
more transit talk than ac¬ 
tion these days, promised 
funding doesn’t material¬ 
ize and directives are often 
contradictory. 


The resulting system is a 
mess. ETS is stuck playing 
52-pickup and can’t — or 
won’t — do much more 
than fiddle with the cards. 

If they could pick up the 
deck, mix in some new 
cards, and give it all a prop¬ 
er shuffle, transit riders 
might finally be dealt a real 
system. 

The Transit Riders’ Union 
of Edmonton was hoping 
the first phase of the LRT 
extension would provide 
that opportunity, but with 
the release of updated 
schedules for April 26, it 
looks like we’ll continue 
waiting. 

The most important 
change — other than the 
LRT extension itself and 
five-minute diversions of 
the 4 and 106 — is a forced 
transfer at South Campus 
station for most University- 
bound buses from the 
southwest. 

Five minutes on the train

will replace buses stuck in 
traffic more than twice 
that — assuming missed 
connections, long Universi¬ 
ty-station climbs, and di¬ 
verted buses don’t eat up 
the savings. 

While most affected 
routes are merely 
trimmed, the 6 has been 
cut fully in half. The Whyte 
Avenue-to-University sec¬ 
tion is to be picked up by a 
redesigned route 7. 

Perhaps a moment of si¬ 
lence is in order for the 6. 

Downtown to Millgate 
(sometimes MWTC) via 99 
Street, the University, and 
Southgate was the epitome 
of ETS band-aid solutions, 
but also my main route 
while living at the Univer¬ 
sity. 


This area, and especially 
these two routes, desper¬ 
ately needed to be re¬ 
worked, but I’m not con¬ 
vinced that the solution is 
to just cut bus service and 
rely on the LRT. 

It will probably work 
better when Southgate — 
already a busy transfer 
point — opens further 
down the line. 

But while outer neigh¬ 
bourhoods that will get 
the shifted buses 
shouldn’t be ignored, the 
buses are needed to help 
connect new riders to the 
LRT. 

Edmonton’s transit sys¬ 
tem needs a route shake- 
up and more new buses, 
not another Band-aid. 
There’s less and less to 
stick together each time.

shortages due to increases But if we learn any other 
in global population. As lessons, they should in- 
the population grows, in- elude that the cause of 
creased pressure will be nearly 
placed on resources that 
are already grossly over¬ 
stretched in some parts of 
the world. Even without a 
growth in population, 
pressure will grow as 
developing 
economies com¬ 
pete for energy 
resources. 

If we have 
learned one 
thing from 
histoiy, it’s 
don’t in¬ 
vade Rus¬ 
sia in 


eveiy 
war can 
be 

traced to 
competi¬ 
tion for re¬ 
sources, and 
failure of gov¬ 
ernments to 


provide the basic resources 
necessary for life leads to 
political instability. 

So, are we doomed? The 
situation described above 
is playing itself out in 
many parts of the 
world. Many 
conflicts in 
Africa and 

Asia have as a 
root cause 
competition 
for limited re¬ 
sources with 
access granted 
on a basis of 
race, religion, or 
some equally arbitrary 
basis for saying “you 
can’t have it.” The gov¬ 
ernments that can not or 
will not make access fair 
contribute to their own in¬ 
stability and chaos. 

There is no reason to 
think we are going the way 
of the dinosaur in the near 
term. We’re unlikely to die 
out as a species soon. But, 
if by doomed we mean 
doomed to live as most of 


the world lives, chances 
are good. As a species we 
are more likely to go out 
with a whimper than a 
bang. 

So how was your Earth 
Hour? How did you spend 
it and what did you learn? 
Perhaps you spent it 
counting the minutes un¬ 
til you could turn on the 
TV and watch So You 
Think You Can Dance 
With Canadian Idols, or 
whatever name the Gong 
Show is going by today. 
But, hopefully, you spent it 
thinking about energy 
budgets and what you 
could do comfortably 
without most of the time. 

Like the dinosaurs, we 
have no control over the 
freak meteor. However, in 
the shorter term we actu¬ 
ally do have it in our pow¬ 
er to make better choices 
and live more sustainably.

U.S. envoy praises China’s climate efforts

Australia seeks protection 
for planet's rain forests 


The U.S. gave rare praise to 
China’s efforts to curb emis¬ 
sions of greenhouse gases 
yesterday, but said Beijing 
must do “a lot more” under 
a planned new UN treaty to 
fight climate change. 

Todd Stern, U.S. special 
envoy for climate change, 
told Reuters on his debut at 
the 175-nation UN climate 
talks in Bonn that all major 
emitters had to step up ac¬ 
tion despite recession under 
a UN climate pact due to be 


agreed on in December. 

“The Chinese are doing a 
lot already,” he said. 

China has recently over¬ 
taken the United States as 
the top emitter of heat-trap¬ 
ping gases, mainly from 
burning fossil fuels, blamed 


for global warming. 

“The Chinese have a lot of 
policy that they have put in 
place — energy intensity 
targets, significant renew¬ 
able energy targets, they’ve 
got auto standards that are 
good, they’ve got efficiency 


standards for their top 
1,000 enterprises,” he said. 

“Yet, given the power of 
their economy and the 
growth trajectoiy of their 
economy they are going to 
have to do a lot more.” 

Separately, in a speech to 
delegates at the March 29- 
April 8 talks, Stem said he 
was “immensely im¬ 
pressed” by actions by de¬ 
veloping nations such as 
China, India, South Africa, 
Brazil and Mexico, reuters

Theme parks feel the pinch 

Shortfalls in attendance, revenue spell trouble for investors 


“Longer, higher and faster is kind of 
kaput.

First it was the housing 
market, then the banks. 
Now Santa Claus, Mickey 
Mouse and Shamu are get¬ 
ting whacked in the global 
slump. 

The result is that in¬ 
vestors in amusement 
parks are on a roller-coast¬ 
er ride — with enough 
sharp drops to make even 
those with the strongest 
pocketbooks feel a bit 
queasy. 

Disney’s slashing jobs. 
Six Flags, which owns 
Montreal’s La Ronde 
amusement park, is on the 
cusp of bankruptcy protec¬ 


tion. The Finnish govern¬ 
ment announced last Tues¬ 
day it was selling its stake 
in Santaparlc because of de¬ 
clining revenues. 

But regional parks could 
benefit from Disney’s loss, 
according to industry con¬ 
sultant Dennis Speigel, 
president of International 
Theme Park Services Inc. 

Wonderland in Vaughan, 


Ont., relies on southern 
Ontario for the vast majori¬ 
ty of its business, making 
it an affordable destination 
for families trying to avoid 
the added costs of airfare 
and accommodations that 
go with a trip to Disney¬ 
land. 

But that doesn’t mean 
2009 is shaping up to be an 
easy ride for Wonderland’s 


owners, Ohio-based Cedar 
Fair Entertainment Co., 
with an expected revenue 
and attendance shortfall of 
4.5 per cent for regional 
theme parks overall, ac¬ 
cording to Speigel. 

It doesn’t help that the 
amusement park industry 
is at a mature phase, 
Speigel said. 

“Now they put in ‘super 
coasters’ for $25 million 
and haven’t bumped the 
attendance at all,” he said. 
“Longer, higher and faster 
is kind of kaput. The pub¬ 
lic got tired of it.”

We’ve all heard that magic 
number: Eight cups of wa¬ 
ter a day to stay healthy 
and hydrated. 

But in reality, most of us 
simply don’t drink enough 
water. With all the activi¬ 
ties at a summer camp in 
hot weather, dehydration 
can become a true health 
hazard. 

Canadian dietitians rec¬ 
ommend adult women 
drink eight to nine cups 
(2.2 L) of water and other 
fluids a day, while men 
should drink up to 12 cups 
(2.9 L) and children at least 
eight (2 L). 

However, these needs 
vary depending on body 
size, climate, age, and so 
on. And summer time 
heat and humidity only 
intensify our need for wa¬ 
ter, so increasing our con¬ 
sumption when we’re en¬ 
joying outdoor activities 
and exercise is vitally im¬ 
portant. 

During hot weather, it’s 
good to be on the lookout 
for signs of dehydration. If 
you feel thirsty, that’s a 
sign you’re already slightly 
dehydrated; however, some 
of the first signs are 
headaches, fatigue, dry 
mouth and dizziness. 

A good rule of thumb to 
make sure you’re drinking 
enough water is to have 
each member of the family 
have a clean, filled water 
bottle along with them 
whenever they go out.

who lost his dad this past 
Januaiy. 

After Rae finished high 
school, he joined the mer¬ 
chant marines. For six years 
he worked on offshore car¬ 
go boats and made his way 
up from deck hand to chief 
mate. 

But it was tough being 
away from home so much, 
as he had a young family. In 
1987, his dad asked him to 
join the family business as a 
compass adjuster (one of his 
sisters, his oldest brother 
and his wife work for the 
company too). 

Rae, now 47, takes calls 
from everyone from small 
pleasure boat owners to 
captains of offshore oil rigs. 
Most boats on the water are 


mandated to have a com¬ 
pass — even if they have a 
host of other fancy gizmos. 
“The magnetic compass is 
the only thing that works 
when the power goes out,” 
Rae says. 

But they can lose their 
sense of magnetic north 
over time, thanks to new 
equipment on the boat, ren¬ 
ovations, or just harsh 
weather. To get a compass 
back on track, usually on an 
annual basis, Rae takes the 
boat out on the water. He ei¬ 
ther drives (his 22-year-old 
son sometimes comes along 
to help) or the crew on a 
larger boat steers. 

He then stops the boats at 
the various headings on the 
compass. Rae uses the sun, 


familiar landmarks or a 
chart to line the boat up. He 
then trues up the compass 
by using magnets. Most 
compasses have slots built 
right in where small mag¬ 
nets can fit, or Rae affixes 
them to the side of the boat. 

The whole process takes 
about an hour. Most ob¬ 
servers of Rae at work are 
pretty surprised to see him 
turning a boat in circles on 
the water. “A lot of people 
get this look, like, ‘Here’s 
the man with his black 
magic,”’ says Rae. 

Thanks to his years on 
boats and his study of mag¬ 
nets, it’s neither mysterious 
nor magical to Rae. Just a 
job he learned at his fa¬ 
ther’s side.

1 lb (500 g) lean steak 

3 garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

1 tsp (5 ml) sugar 
1 tsp (10 ml) low-sodium

2 tsp (10 ml) paprika 

2 tsp (10 ml) mild chili 
powder 

11/2 tbsp (20 ml) honey 
1-in. (2.5-cm) piece fresh 
ginger, grated 
1 cup (250 ml) water 

4 tbsp (60 ml) vinegar 
Juice of 1 lime or lemon 

SALAD: 

1 mango, peeled and cut

2 plums, sliced 

1/4 medium red cabbage 

2 cups (500 ml) watercress 
leaves 

1/2 cucumber 
1/2 red pepper 

3 scallions, sliced on the 
diagonal 

1/4 cup (50 ml) mixed 
fresh mint and cilantro 
2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
roasted unsalted peanuts 

METHOD: 

1. For dressing, put papri¬ 
ka, chili powder, honey, 
ginger and vinegar in a 


pot and slowly add water, 
stirring. Boil, the reduce 
heat to low and simmer 5 
minutes. Remove from 
heat and stir in lime or 
lemon juice. Set aside. 

2. Shred cabbage, cut 
cucumber into 
matchsticks and cut pep¬ 
per into thin strips.

3. Cut steak into thin 
strips for stir-frying. Put 
steak into bowl with gar¬ 
lic, sugar and soy sauce 
and mix to coat steak.
